CHAIRMAN OF NATIONAL COM- 


MITTEE WORKING HARD. 


Declares the Real Issue of Campaign Is

Danger In Overeonficlence 


"Overconfidenceis responsible for the 


apathy so far manifest in this campaign" 
said Mr, Hanna. 
"Everybody is busy 


and prosperity is general./ The people 
are satisfied withtheexisting conditions. 
They are satisfied to lat well enough 
alone, and they are confidant that there 
will be no change. 
They do not all 


realize, however, that confidence does 
win political battles. There are nearly 
500,000 republican voters so confident in 
1892 that President Harrison would be 
re-elected that they did not take the 
trouble to go to the polls. Their negli- 
gence, due to over confidence, cost the 
republican party that election. 


Democrats nre Desperate.

CONSIN AT LA CROSSE. 


Says Election of Bryan at Thii Time

new venion of the old song, "Mr. John- 
eon Turn Me Loose," only in this case 
Mr. Johnson should have been the one 
in the cage. A short time ago Marshal 
George Appleby of Beloit arrested John 
Fenn and. A. L. Johnson 'in Chicago for 
passing forged checks on several mer- 
chants i n Beloit.

The forgers were brought back to Be- 


loit and at the examination were held 
for trial. They were brought here and 
ommitted to the care of Sheriff Appleby 
for safe keeping and were locked up in 
the Rock county ]ail.. 


. A jjash for Liberty 


This morning as fs his'custom Turn- 


key Brown went into tie cell room at 5 
minutes to seven to give the prisoners 
their breakfast. He went through the 
outer door and left it unlocked. He 
then unlocked the inner door., left tho 
keys in the lock and stepped into the 
inner corridor with the prisoners' break- 
fast. 


As he stepped through-the door John- 


eon, who was standing a.short distance 
inside the door made a.quick move and 
ducked-behind Brown and before he re- 
alized what had happened Johnson had 
passed through the door;'looked it be- 
hind him and took the key -leaving 
Brown a prisoner in the corridor.'t1-' "

Rushed Through the Kltelien 


Brown immediately 
coitunenced to 


call for help, and tried to alarm the peo- 
ple in the jail. Johnson lo«t no time in 
getting out of doors; he rushed into ths 
kitchen of the jail, where one of the 
hired girls, Lsna WurdonTwas *t work, 
and rushed around, trying to find the 
nearest door to reach the street, and, 
opened three .doors - before-•'gettifijf'tn* 
right one. 'When once ' out doors ,he 
started on. a run do^ n Park street, aixJ" 
turned the corner ' onv'-South' •Second) 
street, near the Lewis Knitting Works 
and on to Main street, where all trace of 
him was lost. 


LensWurdon, the girl in the kitchen, 


was badly. frightened by the man, and 
screamed and ran up-stairs to Sheriff 
Appleby's room.

locked the outside door before he un- 
locked the inside 
one it would have

have passed the outside one. 


The eac ape was cleverly planned and 


was not done on the impulse of the 
moment.. The prisoners had. watched 
the turnkey for several days as 
he 


brought the meals and noticed whether 
or not he wae careful to lock, the doors 
behind him and were ready to go at the 
first opportunity. 


.Escape Carefully Planned 


This morning was evidently piiked to 


make the trial. When turnkey Brown 
•went in with the breakfast, he noticed 
that the table had been moved from its 
usual place near the door to near the 
other end of the corridor, making it 
necessary for him to get some distance 
from the door to reach the table.

GIVEN TWO YEARS 


STOLE A HORSE FROM A BELOIT 


FARMER IN 1889, 


He Escaped and Traveled All Over the 


West—His Conscience Would Not 


- Allow Him Any Peace and Finally 


He Voluntarily Surrendered to the 
Law. 


Edward Coughlin of Beloit, who sur- 


rendered himself to the officers a short 
time ago for stealing a hore from Mr. 
Maxworthy of Beloit in 1889, 
was 


brought before Judge Fifiold of the 
municipal court this rooming and plead 
gdiltytothe information filed by Dis- 
trict Attorney Jackson. 


GougUlin was represented in court by 


William Smith and Cornelius Buckley of 
Beloit. Before passing sentence on the 
prisoner Judge Fifield asked him if he 
had anything to say in his behiilf. 
Coughlia said he had nothing to say 
only that he hoped the sentence would 
be aa Sight as possible. 


Cornelius Buckley in behalf of the 


prisoner made an appeal to the court for 
laniency saying that at the time the 
crime was committed Coughlin was a 
young man addicted to the use of liquor 
and at the time the horse waa taken was 
badly intoxicated. That he had known 
him from childhood and had 
nerer 


known of his doing B wrong"act-be- 
fore. 


That the crime was committed trany 


years ago and the fact that the1 prisoner 
gave himself up to punishment showed 
that he he had suffered great mental 
punishment and he asked the court to 
be as lenient as possible. 


District Attorney Jack»on thought 


that the claims , of the state would be 
sufficiently satisfied by the minimum 
punishment. 


His honor in passing sentence on 


Coughlin said "That in view of the facts 
of the case and on the recommendation 
of the district attorney, he .would im 
pose the minimum punishment" and 
sentenced Coughlin to two years in the 
state's prison at Waupian.'the first day 
of each year to be solitary confinement. 


. Coughlin stole the horse from 
Max- 


worthy's barn in 1889 and drove it to 
Bel videre, where he disposed of it and 
left the country, goiag to lows, whei% 
he has been employed in taking'care of 
horses', He was once located during 
John Hogan's term as sheriff and a 
requisition was issued for him.

persons found out that a 


requisition had been issued and before' 
the sheriff could get out to where he 
was located, had warned Coughlin and 
he skipped out. 
No more was heard of 


him until he gave himself up to tha 
officers in thin city some mocthe ago.

HOUSTON IS WRECKED. 


IB1'* of Terror Fnssed Amid Clashing 


Glass and Falling Brick. 


Dallas, Texas, Sept. 11.—F. T. Wood 


ward gives the following description 
of Saturday night in the Grand Cen- 
tal station at Houston during the gale 
that destroyed'many buildings in that 
city. To a Houston News reporter he 
furnished a graphic description of his 
experience. Mr. Woodwsv;! raid: 


"About 8 p. m., the v.-i?.:!, which for 


several hours had-been blowing 
a 


steady gale, increased in violence, and 
signboards and 
awnings were torn 


'rom 
their 
hangings 
and 
whirled 


through the air like chaff. 


"In company with about 150 others, 


[ was 
in the Grand Central 
depot, 


which, standing as it does, isolated 
and alone,, was 
exposed to the 
full 


force of the hurricane, and the 
first 


strong gust was followed by a sound 
of shattering glass. Several of 
the 


windows of the general offices over- 
lead had given way under the almost 
irresistible pressure of the storm. 


"This was the beginning of a night 


of terror—of seven hours of mortal 
dread. 
The storm continued to rags 


with unabated fury and the roar 
of 


the 
wind 
was accompanied by the 


sound of crashing glass as one after 
another of the many, windows were 
torn, from fastenings and 
shattered 


against the brick walls of the blinding 
or upon the sidewalk below. 


"Women clasped their children 
In 


their arms, as though they expected 
to be torn asunder the next moment. 
Men began to scan the pillars and par- 
tition walls supporting the floor above 
and to take up such positions as seem- 
ed to be most conducive to safety in 
the event the huge building was, razed 
by the stoi-m. 


"The crashing ot glass was soon fol- 


lowed by a sound of ripping and tear- 
ing, which was clearly and distinctly 
heard above the almost deafening roar 
of the storm. Section alter section of 
the tin roof was rolled up like sheets 
of parchment and hurled hundreds of 
feet away. 


"As my train left Houston shortly 


after daylight—nine hours late—-noth- 
ing had been learned as to the havoc 
of the storm in other parts of. the city. 
Along the 
road 
north of . Houston 


scenes of devastation and distress 
were witnessed. 


"Buildings had been torn down and 


the material of which they were built 
was scattered along the ground for 
miles and miles. Trees had been pull- 
ed up by their roots and denuded ot 
their branches. Fields that had been 
smiling the day before with all the 
great fertility of this record-breaking 
year, were bare, 
the plants 
having 


been grasped by the hurricane 
anc 


scattered far and wide. Hundreds of 
head of cattle had been killed. 
There 


can be no question that the loss of 
life has been something appalling. 


"At least 40 per cent of the struc- 


tures in the towns of Hockley, Cypress 
and Waller have been totally destroy- 
ed. Twenty per cent of Hempstead is 
n ruins. Hearne was damaged some- 
what, but I do not regard the situation 
there, comparatively speaking, as seri- 
ous."

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MISSOURI FRUIT LEADS. 


Apples Take First Place at the 


Paris Exposition. 


SIX PKIZES HAVE BEEN WON SO TAB. 


Hcxi.lt of Exliil.itH Mean* Much to 


tlic State— FeiiKll>ilUj- of Shipping 
Fruit to Foreign Market* Has Been 
Clearlj- Bemoiiktrutea and n Big 
Trade Assured. 
Missouri fruit growers are assured of 


a market ou the continent this fall us a 
direct result of their exhibits at the 
Paris exposition. 


Secretary L. A.' Goodman of the Mis- 


souri Horticultural society recently re- 
ceived official notice that the Missouri 
apple exhibit hud carried off the flrst 
prize for the sixth successive time 
since the Paris exposition. "There have 
been six competitions so far, niuV Mis- 
souri captured highest honors at each 
of them. The seventh competition oc- 
curred the other clay, and from the best 
information at buiiil it seems more 
than probable that the first prize was 
awarded to Missouri fruit. 


When seen at his horup the other 


night, Mr. Goodman evidenced decided 
pleasure at the good news he had re- 
ceived. 
- . . . . . • 


..."I. received notice by letter from Mr. 
G. B. Brackett. expert in pomology, 
•who is in charge of the fruit exhibition 
of the United States at the Paris expo- 
sition," he said to a Kansas City Tituos 
reporter. 
"Mr. Bvackett writes' that 


the competition was held on Aug. 9 
and that the' Missouri display consisted 
of Ingram and Ben Davis apples, the 
jury of awards making their decision 
largely upon the former variety. The 
•condition of the fruit, he says, was al- 
most perfect. 
This is little less .than 


wonderful in view of the fact that all 
the fruit exhibited so far was grown 
-last year. The* fruit consisted original- 
ly of 77 barrels, or 230 bushels, of 11 
varieties of apples. These were collect- 
'6d last fall and kept iu cold storage 
here in Kansas City until March of the 
present year, when they were repacked 
In paraffin and tissue paper and ship- 
ped in a refrigerator car direct to New 
York, where the day following they 
were put in cold storage aboard the 
steamship St. Paul and transported to 
Havre. There they were put in cold 
storage, and the supply has been 
drawn on. 10 or 12 barrels at a time, 
for .the several -prize competitions. The 
seventh contest will also be upon last 
year's apples, buffer the two remain- 
ing competitions we shall ship new 
fruit to Paris by express. 


"These competitions will occur on 
Sept 2C, for winch we shall ship 12 
barrels of new apples from Kansas City 
on Sept. 12. and on Oct. 10, for which 
tve shall also express- about a dozen 
barrels abroad. 
In both instances we 


Intend to ship about 24 varieties, half a 


- barrel of each. \\e want to make as 
fine a showing as possible, for, having 
won honors 'successively up to this 
point, we cannot afford to be turned 
down at the last. 


"Only United States fruit has been 


exhibited so far, but in October this 
country will have to compete with all 
other countries in the fruit competition, 
us the ninth and final display has been 
selected for, the all world contest. 
There is little doubt but that the Unit- 
ed States will capture all the special 
awards, however. In view of the record 
made by the Missouri fruit particu- 
larly. 


"The awards have been classed as 


Srst, second, third and fourth, and 
while many states '£ave had to content 
themse)--es with tlie fourth classifica- 
tion the judges have rated Missouri 
fruit first every time. 


"The 'Missouri table,' ns it is known, 


has been supplied once every three 
weeks with fresh fruit from the Havre 
cold storage, and the condition of the 
apples has set aside till doubts as to the 
feasibility of supplying the foreign 
markets. By keeping the fruit In cold 
storage previous to shipment every 


. barrel of apples shipped abroad can be 


guaranteed, and we are going to have a 
big trade in Germany, Austria, Italy 
oiid other European countries this fall. 


"The demand that has been created 


abroad Is alrea<l3' manifested iu the 
number of inquiries received from buy- 
ers in Vienna. Berlin, Naples and other 
continental cities. The display at Par- 
Is was not a horticultural exhibit, but 
purely a commercial one. We sent only 
such varieties ns would stand shipment 
and. which can be supplied to a large 
foreign trade. It was a business prop- 
osition. and it has already succeeded. 


"Kansas City will be the great center 


for this new trade inasmuch as the 
fruit for the foreign markets will be 
Chipped here and kept in cold storage 
until shipped abroad," concluded Mr. 
Goodman. 
"It will increase wonder- 


fully and may be said to inaugurate a 
new era for the fruit growers of this 
state." 


In line with the commercial feature 


of the Missouri fruit display at Paris 
Mr. Brackett wrote Mr. Goodman as 
follows: 


"The exhibit has attracted .considera- 


ble attention from Englishmen, Ger- 
mans, Anstrians and Prussians espe- 
cially and will do much, I am sure, to 
enlarge the foreign market for fruit." 


Elaborate Wnlnteont For Women.

CAVES CONTAIN'ICE.. 


Huge Qnniitlties ot It 
In Subterranean 


Caverns. 


Comparatively few freezing caves are 


known as yet west of the Mississippi, 
but there is no doubt that many wiu 
be discovered in time,' as freezing cav- 
erns are not an uncommon phenom- 
enon. Some of these freezing caverns 
—incorrectly termed ice caves—are 
very large. 
In the one at nobsina, 


Hungary, there is a mass of ice about 
110 yards long, 65 yards wide and at 
least 15 yards deep. The formation and 
retention of subterranean ice always 
seems mysterious at first, but it is in 
reality a simple matter. 
In freezing 


oaves the entrance is always above the 
body of the hollow and the cold air of 
winter sinks down into the hollow, and 
on account of its weight is not easily 
dlsplacel by the lighter warm air of 
spring or summer. The cold of winter 
thus permeates the hollow, and when 
thawing snows -or spring rains supply 
drip water to the cave the cold within 
freezes 'the drip into a mass of ice, in 
somecases largeenough to lastthrough 
•the following sum'mer. 
There are at 


least four other theories in regard to 
the formation of underground ice, but 
they do not stand the test of'observa- 
tions.
